I feel that they inadvertantly stumbled onto some¬ 
thing of such vast consequence that they could NOT cope with it intellegently. 

And- in this field - that is not hard to do. So, ijhat should v;e as the researchers 
who are left - DO? Absolutely nothing. Give them the benefit of the doubt, 
uiitil such time as we knov/ more about the facts in the case. , 

Let us not judge others lest we be judged ourselves. In any case, judgement 
is NOT up to us. SCOOP will respect their wishes for privacy, and will also 
respect their reasons. Even if their s'fcated reasons do not make any sense to 

us. WHY? Because they will have to bear the burden of. proof themselves.

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electromagnetic EFFECTS 
AND 

THE CONTACTEE 
by BRAD STEIGER 

Recently.I received a.very respectful letter from a young man who 
seemed to be a'keen student of the UFO mystery. His concern in writing 
was that he wished more information on the electromagnetic effects which 
Firs. V/hriteneur and I suggested could have been responsible for the seamen 
who disappeared in the Gulf of Mexico, off Sechlet, British Columbia, and 
in various other oceanic areas (see SAGA, JUl'JE, 1968). 

■; j -• 

This is what intrigued my correspondent; 

"If such undersea 'unidentifieds' have the same characteristics as 
their aerial counterparts, then perhaps they may be producing the same kind 
of intense electromagnetic fields. There is a great deal of evidence to,in¬ 
dicate that magnetic fields can effect the brain and produce hallucinations, 
speech changes, and general confusion and disorientation. Not only might 
such an electromagnetic field make a compass needle go beserk.... such a 
field might very well befuddle hapless fishermen and sailors into jumping 
overboard in their mental distress. Might the mysterious disappearances of 
fishermen and the seamen which we have discussed thus far have been caused by 
exposure to a powerful electromagnetic field produced by an unidentified sub¬ 
marine object?" 

I 

"Our ocean-dwelling cousin, the whale, is a mammal possessed of a highly 
complex and sophisticated brain. The effects-of an electromagnetic field,on 
a v;hale or a porpoise would imdoubtedly be similar to that of such waves on 
a human brain. On February 1, 1968, 36 whales were washed on the beach at. 

St. Simons Island, Ga. Marine scientists could only speculate that the whales, 
averaging 1500 pounds, had either been the victims of a leader whale bent on 
suicide or a leader,-v/hale that had siaffered a fatal navigational error. 

Could it have been the same type of ’navigational error’ that resulted in the 

disappearances of the r seaman in our case studies and could both whales and 

men have been the .intentional or accidental victims of an electromagnetic field?" 

My correspondent wished to emphasize that he was not questioning the val¬ 
idity of our theory, but he sincerely desired to know more about electromagnet¬ 
ic fields and if such mental distress could actually be created in a human 
being who had the misfortune to enter such a field. In my reply, I hastened 
to assure the studeiit that our presentation was, at least for the time being, 
theory and not fact. There is, however, a great deal of evidence which does 
indicate severei mental disturbance as a result of exposure to strong magnetic 
fields. Professoic Hans Neuberger, Professor of Meteorology at Pennsylvania 
State University, feels quite strongly that the electromagnetic radiation 
emanating from television, radio, radar, and a host of other modern electronic 
gadgetry, may cause malaise. In Prof. Neuberger’s opinion, such electromagnet¬ 
ic insults-to the hufaan nervous system may be responsible for the general un¬ 
rest among our entire population. Prof. Neuberger is also willing to pay ser¬ 
ious attention to those schnizophrenics who cfeim that they ane able to "feel" 
electromagnetic waves.

Dr. C.E. Ingalls, a Cornell University technologist, is no schizophrenic, 
but a highly qualified scientist, who says that he can hear electromagnetic 
waves (radar rays) aimed at the crown of his head directly in his brain with¬ 
out the customary sensory relay of his ears. 

If these men, and other scientists like them, are correct, it takes little 
imagination to envision the terrible effect that a powerful electromagnetic 
field might have on the human brain. Couple this, perhaps, with the sight of 
a craft or a totally alien design — and possibly their alien crews — and one 
can easily conceive of a high state of panic seizing the most hardy seaman. 

Recently, I have been personally or tangentially involved in cases in 
which 1.) a young woman spent a year in a mental hospital after she approached 
a UFO that had touched down in her father’s pasture; 2) a yoving serviceman 
has continued to hear "beeps" in his head after a low overflight of a UFO 

directly above him; 3) a law enforcement officer has suffered terrible head¬ 
aches, increased I-Q, and expanded powers of ESP after a UFO halted his patrol 
car and its occupants contacted him. As another researcher and I sat with 
this officer in a motel room hundreds of miles away from my home, I heard him 
describe every room in my house and correctly identify objects within each 
room. 

In another case in which powers of ESP vere incredibly expanded, a veteran 
of WW II told a fellow researcher how he was walking up an Italian street 
one night shortly after the Allied occupation, heard a slight bussing sound 
above him, and the next thing he. knew, he was in northern France, Fo^I^ months 
had elapsed, and, as if in compensation for his loss of calendar time, the 
soldier was given powers of clairvoyance. He lives today, twenty-three years 
later, in a Midwestern city, more disturbed than elated by his "gift" from 
unknown donors. 

All of these cases seem to fit into the "mental contact" type of case 
which ufologists have been encountering in great numbers lately. Each of 
these "contactees" seem imbued with an almost religious fervor to spread the 
"message" which has been given to them by the occupants of the strange craft. 
Mrs. Whritenour has discussed this aspect both in her excellent "Psywar" 
editorials in SCOOP and in a chapter in our forthcoming book, THE ALLENDE 
LETTERS: NEW UFO BREAKTHROUGH? The more I hear of these messages "entrusted " 
to these people, the more they all sound alike. 

The pattern is always the same: 

1. ) The contactee sees the UFO on the ground, hovering low overhead, 
or hears a slight humming sound above him. : 

2. ) A warm ray of "light" emanates from the craft and touches the 
contactee on the neck, the crown of the head,,or the middle of the forehead 
(Occultists could make much of these three areas 1) 

3. ) The contactee "loses" anywhere from twenty minutes to an hour 
of his time. 

4. ) He sitffers through several days of restlessness and nights of 
sleeplessness or dreams fraught with terrible nightmares.

5.) After a period of a week to a month, he begins to tell how the 
Saucer People have come to sauve us from ourselves, how we must stop nuclear 
testing, how: we must learn to live in brotherhood. • • ■ 

Additional observations; 

1.) The majority of- these cnntactees had absolutely no prior in¬ 
terest in UFOs before their experience. Few had read more than what their 
daily newspapers might tell them. None, whom I have interviewed, have ever 
read any ’’contactee literature" i.e. AdamSki, Angelucci, Menger, Fry.- 

■2.) None of these-, people feel any fear toward the Saucer People. '' 
Most of them look forward to a return visit ( and most of them have been • 
promised return visits). 

3. ) Their friends and family report that the contactee is literally 
"a different person" since his experience. 

4. ) While he is being interviewed and questioned, the contactee 
often seems to be listening to another voice or prescence in the room. Often 
there are pauses in his conversation which last as long as 45 seconds to a 
minute. After this pause, the answer to a query is given with great lucidity. 

5. ) Although the contactee seems to be unconcerned about his per¬ 
sonal welfare (i.e. how he'll support himself or his family), he is obsessed ■ 
with the idea that the "message" of the Saucer People must be got out at all 

costs. This "missionary work" takes top priority in his life. 

6. ) Allowing for misinterpretation of actions and comments, the 
contactees seem to be "controlled". An old. word for their boliavior would 
be "possessed." 

It would seem, then, in each of the cases recently invistigated, that 
some sort of electromagnetic wave has altered the brain pattern of the con¬ 
tactee and made him much more, receptive and suseptible to "alien" messages. 

In addition^to being inbued with zealous missionary spirit,: the contactee 
has been blighted by hallucihations, speech changes, general confusion, and 
disorientation — all of which seem to be a result of exposure to a strong 
elesctomagnetic field. '

The saucers apparently Haven’t come unprepared. There are cases where 
rays were emitted from saucers in self-defense — and for no reason at all. 
Below are (.six examples: 


; In 1943, above i^he River Agua Fria, near Prescott, Arizona, a military 
plane was attacked by two brilliant luminous UFOs, one of which used a strong 
beam or^ray that caused.the plane to explode and crash and the two parachutes 
of the pilots to catch on fire and the pilots to be crushed upon falling to 
earth. During the incident, another UFO appeared and joined the other two, 
and they disappeared to the South at one time.

In June, 1954, the entire village of Kirimukuyu was killed by a UFO .' 
Several nights before that fatal night, strange lights left Mt. Kenya. Dvir- 
ing a ceremony, these lights were seen and hovered over the village. The 
drums suddenly stopped. The objects beamed down bright rays. In the morning, 
the; only survivor, an eleven year old boy, who had been tending sheep and 
goats outside of the village, found the population burned to death. (Credit;

On Sept. 10, 1954, a UFO landed on railroad tracks at Quarouble, France;’ 
V/hen the witness, a metal worker, investigated he foimd two small beings in 
his yard, l/hen he tried to keep them fnom leaving, a beam was shot at him 
from the object. He was paralyzed while the beings and the object left. Marks 
remained on the tracks. 


On April 28, 1964, a ten year old girl of Alberquerque, Mew Mexico was 
badly burned by a UFO. The UFO burned her by means of a ray. (Credit; Flying 
Saucsrs on.the Attack) 

On April 15, 1965, James Flynn, was on a trip in the Florida Everglades. 
He observed a large light hovering almost one mile away. He saw a cone-shaped 
object through his binoculars. With a swamp buggy he covered the distance 
between himself and the craft on A^ril 16 at 1 am. When he was within a few 
feet of the craft, a ray of light shot out of it. He was hit on the forehead 
and immediately lost consciousness.

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THE UNIDENTIFKD RADIO SIGNALS

The new radio telescope at Cambridge University in England first 
recorded a series of unidentified radio emissions that astonished the 
scientists of the world. The signals that were picked up in August, 

1967 , appear to come from outside our solar system. The paase between 

each signal is exactly the saime every time- 1.3372795 seconds. Sir 

Martin Ryle, head of Cambridge University's Radio Astronomy Department, 
says- the piilses are the most exiciting astronomical discovery of all 'time. 

The signals are coming from very far away, and some scientists have sugges¬ 
ted that the pulses could involve some type of intellegent code. However, 
experiments being conducted by scientists will show what caused this unusual 
radiation.

If we accept the veracity of legends which speak of gods descending 
upon earth, and assume that they were not gods_ or angels, but representatives

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OUR STRANGE ENCOUNTER BY ANGELA L. COTTON (1967)

This incident took place about 9:30 PM, on Wednesday night 20 or 27 
Jiily, 1967., r. Near; Blackgang/Niton landslip. Isle of Wight, when it was fine, 
siightl^-^ ohiilY,. but wit^: no wind. , 

My boyfriend and I drove down to the landslip car park about 9:30 PM. As 
soon as we stopped the car, I had the feeling that there was someone or some¬ 
thing- fairly near., Without speaking, John (my boyfriend) and I both looked 
over to the left hand side of the car park towards the hills that block the 
_ sea, from view on that side, and we both saw a blue-yellow glow between two of 
the"hills. V/e, wound down the windows of the car and, both speaking at the same 
" time, said, "Can you hear anything?". Although the night was very still, the 
air seemed to be filled with a vibrating noise; this sound was all around us; 
but its source"was definitely behind the hills where we could see the glow. 

It was so uncanny that I said to John, "Let's wind the windows up and gol" 

We closed the windows and John turned the car and began to drive back 
along the road, which is really hot much more than a wide, very rough lane. 

' We drove about a quarter of the way along this road on our way back to the 
main highway. Suddenly John doubled over the steering-wheel, clutching his 
stomach.' Then he gripped his right arm on the inside of the elbow-joint. His 
foot Started to slip off the accelerator; his face became white, almost blue. 

The car began to slow down. John was unable to control it. I told him to put 

his foot back on the accelerator, and that I would steer it back to the main 

road, which'I did. Once there he felt slightly better, and was able to drive 
the car to my , house: 

We both went indoors, and "^ohn said that he had felt as if his stomach had 
been gripped in a vice. He then rolled up his right sleeve. On the inside of 
the elbow joint was a mark like a bruise,'about the size of a penny. There 
were numerous holes in the bruised area, rather like the punctures made by a 
B.C.G. test vaccine. The next day he told me that there were similar marks 
on his stomach. That evening (Thursday) we went down to the Blackgang side of 
the landslip; and looked across at the spot where we had seen the glow on the 
previous night. We both noticed that on the side of the hill near that spot 
. was a brown mark, not unlike a furrow, as if the earth had been scooped out 

of the side of the hill. We left .the car at the top of the slip, made our way 

over to the other side,, and climbed round to the mark on the hill. There we 
found tha,the-mark appeared to have been made by smmething quite large rub¬ 
bling against the side of the hill. It seemed as if a large wheel,or something 
that shape, had been spinning through the air and passed too close to the hill, 
thereby scooping out a fair amount of earth. The earth around the edges of 
this furrow was very dry, and. the grass around the edges was not charred, but 
it was brown. It seemed to be exposed to considerable heat, like grass looks 
when it has been dried by the sun. There were no, other marks anywhere. We 
had often been down both sides, of the landslip and we agree that the mark was 
definitely not there before...... Neither John nor I suffered any 'after effects' 

and John's 'bruises' had entirely disappeared by the weekend......... 
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
